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Claims  Faxing  Open  to  All  Depositories  in  1991 

Calling  Time  Scheduled  According  to  Time  Zones 

Claims  faxing  from  regional  depository  libraries  has  proven  a  success,  after  a 
4-month  test  period.  The  Depository  Distribution  Division  has  found  that  faxing  claims 
has  resulted  in  a  much  more  efficient  claims-filling  process,  with  a  shorter  turn-around 
time.  The  Division  is  therefore  opening  fax  claiming  to  all  depositories  starting  on 
January  1,  1991.  Libraries  may  also  still  mail  in  claims. 

The  fax  number  for  claims  is:  (202)  275-7453.  Claims  only  please! 

During  the  test  with  the  regionals,  claims  processing  staff  found  that  many  libraries 
tended  to  fax  their  claims  at  the  same  time  in  the  morning.  Since  there  is  only  one 
telephone  line  for  faxed  claims,  the  libraries  often  encountered  a  busy  signal.  In  order  to 
reduce  the  occurrence  of  busy  signals  and  to  ensure  a  smooth  workflow,  the  Depository 
Distribution  Division  is  requesting  that  libraries  send  in  their  fax  claims  during  specific 
times  of  the  day,  according  to  the  time  zone  they  are  in.  The  chart  below  shows  the 
calling  times  specified  for  each  time  zone,  and,  in  parentheses,  the  corresponding  time 
the  calls  will  be  received  in  LPS.

Claims  may  be  faxed  in  before  8:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m.,  Eastern  time,  by 
libraries  in  any  time  zone.  Many  fax  machines  can  be  set  to  transmit  at  a  pre-determined 
time,  such  as  at  night  to  take  advantage  of  lower  rates.  Depository  library  staff  could 
therefore  put  together  their  claims  at  a  time  convenient  to  them  and  arrange  to  have 
them  faxed  overnight.  LPS  claims  processing  staff  could  then  begin  processing  them  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  working  day. 

Librarians  are  reminded  to  include  the  library's  full  name  and  address  on  the  fax 
form.  When  a  mailed  claim  form  omitted  the  sending  library's  name  and  address,  LPS 
could  usually  get  the  information  from  the  envelope.  If  the  name  is  missing  from  a  fax 
claim,  however,  LPS  will  be  unable  to  find  out  where  it  came  from.  To  ensure  efficient 
handling  of  your  claims,  please  be  sure  to  include  all  of  the  following  information:

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Congressional  Record  on  CD-ROM  Pilot  Project  Commences 

The  last  of  the  three  CD-ROM  Pilot  Projects  was  implemented  with  the  distribution 
of  the  final  version  of  the  1985  Congressional  Record  on  CD-ROM  in  late  November. 

The  shipment,  mailed  to  all  federal  depositories,  included  a  cover  letter  from  the 
publisher  (the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing),  two  CD-ROMs  containing  the 
Congressional  Record,  a  binder,  detailed  paper  documentation,  a  quick  reference  card, 
instructions  for  installing  the  software,  and  an  addendum  to  the  documentation.  Any  of 
those  items  not  received  should  be  claimed  on  the  appropriate  shipping  list. 

Evaluation  material  for  the  pilot  project  was  also  included  in  the  separate  shipment. 
These  items  included  a  pre-paid  return  postcard,  an  overview,  a  users'  log,  an  expense 
sheet,  two  surveys,  and  a  return  envelope  for  the  surveys. 

All  depositories  are  asked  to  complete  and  return  the  pre-paid  postcard  within  5 
days  of  receipt.  This  postcard  is  important  to  the  pilot  project,  as  it  will  provide  GPO 
with  the  name  of  a  library  project  coordinator  and  will  indicate  whether  the  library  owns 
or  plans  to  purchase  CD-ROM  equipment. 

Depositories  owning  equipment  are  also  urged  to  install  the  CD-ROMs  within  5  days 
of  receipt  and  begin  collecting  important  project  data  regarding  use  and  costs.  One 
month  after  installation,  the  library  should  initiate  the  collection  of  user  data  with  the 
User  Survey  form.  At  the  end  of  the  second  month  after  installation,  the  project 
coordinator  should  complete  the  Library  Survey  and  mail  it,  with  the  completed  User 
Surveys,  to  the  General  Accounting  Office  (GAO)  in  the  pre-paid  envelope  provided.

G-22  and  SuDocs  class  I  19.107:  will  be  deleted  from  the  profiles  of  libraries  that 
selected  it.

LIBRARIAN  RIDLEY  KESSLER  RECEIVES  GPO'S  HIGHEST  AWARD 


Public  Printer  of  the  United  States  Robert  W.  Houk  recently 
presented  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  and  gold  medal  to 
Ridley  R.  Kessler,   Regional  Documents  Librarian  at  the  Davis 
Library  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  The 
honor  is  the  highest  award  that  the  U.S.  Government  Printing 
Office   (GPO)   can  bestow  on  an  individual  and  was  given  to  Kessler 
for  "his  outstanding  record  of  service  and  dedication  to  the 
Depository  Library  Council  to  the  Public  Printer,   1987-1990,  and 
for  his  leadership  as  Council  Chair,  1989-1990." 

Public  Printer  Houk  presented  the  award  at  the  fall  1990 
meeting  of  the  Depository  Library  Council  on  October  24,  1990. 
The  Council  advises  the  Public  Printer  on  Depository  Library 
Program-related  issues.     The  Depository  Library  Program,  which  is 
administered  by  GPO,   provides  Government  publications  free  of 
charge  to  1,400  libraries  in  the  United  States  and  its 
territories,   helping  to  fulfill   the  Federal  Government's 
commitment  to  a  well-informed  citizenry.

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In  presenting  the  award  to  Kessler,   Public  Printer  Houk 
noted:   "Over  his  long  career  as  a  librarian,  he  has  demonstrated 
a  steadfast  dedication  to  public  service  and  to  the  highest 
degree  of  professionalism.     He  has  developed  the  depository 
collection  and  service  at  the  Davis  Library;  and  during  the  most 
recent  visit  by  GPO  inspectors,   the  library  received  ratings  of 
excellent  in  all  categories,   a  rarely  achieved  accomplishment." 

Houk  further  noted  that  Kessler  brought  a  dedication  to 
excellence  to  the  Depository  Library  Council,   to  which  he  was 
appointed  in  1987.     In  1989,   Kessler  became  Council  Chair  and 
during  his  year  in  office,   according  to  Houk,    "provided  expert 
leadership  for  the  Council  and  invaluable  insight  and  assistance 
to  the  Public  Printer,   the  Superintendent  of  Documents,   and  the 
entire  Depository  Library  Program." 

In  his  work  as  a  depository  librarian,   Kessler  has  taken  the 
initiative  to  encourage  cooperative  collection  development  among 
all  of  the  North  Carolina  depositories  in  order  to  enhance 
service  to  Government  information  users.     He  developed  guidelines 
and  opened  dialogue  among  the  libraries,    fostering  better 
communication  and  a  spirit  of  cooperation. 

Kessler  also  applied  for  a  research  grant  dealing  with 
substantive  issues  regarding  regional  depository  libraries  across 
the  country.     Once  the  grant  was  approved,   he  personally 
developed  and  administered  the  project,   producing  previously 
unavailable  data  which  proved  valuable  to  administrators  and 
planners  dealing  with  regional  depositories.
